Congress. 


SENATORS AND THEIR HOBBIES. 


The Direct Tax Bill Discussed iu 
the House—Capital 
Notes. 


| Yasoclated Presa D ispatches to th e H erald. 


W ashington, December t>.— In the 
Senate to-day a statem ent from the 
Director of the M int in response to Sen 
ator Stewart’s resolution last session as 
to the am ount of silver bullion offered 
monthly to the Governm ent since 1878, 
was presented and ordered printed. 
To that part of the Senate’s inquiry 
asking if the quotation of India Consul 
bills in London enter into the determ ina­ 
tion to any extent of what is the market 
price of silver bullion in the United 
States, the Secretary of the Treasury 
aays: 
" I have the honor to state that 
the quotations of India Consul bills in 
London so far enters into the determ ina­ 
tion of the market price of silver bullion 
in the United States as theBe quotations 
enter into the m arket price of silver bul­ 
lion in London, the m arket price in Lon­ 
don determining as is well known, the 
current market price in all other parts of 
the world, with m inute differences as 
affected by the cost of the transportation 
of silver bullion to London.” 
A communication from the Secretary 
of State, with a certified copy of the final 
ascertainm ent of the Presidential Elect­ 
ors in K ansas, was presented. The pre 
siding officer asked the opinion of the 
Senate (this being an entirely new pro­ 
ceeding) as to th e disposition to be made 
of the papers, w hether they should be 
entered on the journal or placed in the 
archives oi the Senate. 
Thev were 
finally referred to the Committee on 
Privileges and Elections. 
Numerous bills were introduced and 
referred, including Stew art’s to open to 
actual settlers the abandoned military 
reservations in N evada; by Manderson, 
for the establishm ent of a National patho­ 
logical laboratory ; by Blair, to organize 
Government bureaus oi information re 
lating to 
em ployments, 
occupations, 
wants, means of livelihood and homes 
The Senate then resumed considera­ 
tion of the tariff bill, beginning with 
earthenw are and glassware. 
McPherson said the rates provided in 
the Senate bill were increased on exist 
ing rates more than 10 per cent. 'H is 
own State was largely interested in these 
industries, but he did not believe they 
needed the am ount of protection pro­ 
posed. The Mills bill, he thought, ac­ 
corded to them all the protection they 
needed. 
Plum b called attention to the para­ 
graph as to silvered glass (No. 115), and 
said such glasB was largely used by fur­ 
niture manufacturers and was almost en­ 
tirely of foreign m ake, because the silver­ 
ing of such glass in the United 8tates 
was not durable. 
The duty added two 
or three dollars to the coat of a bureau, 
and if the article was not made iu the 
country he did not see why the duty 
should not be reduced. 
Allison did not know why such glass 
could not be properly silvered in the 
United States, aud suggested that it 
m ight be on account of the duty being 
too low, it being only equal to ten per 
cent, ad valorem. 
The Senate then proceeded to the con­ 
sideration of 
schedule C, relating to 
metals. Plum b called attention to the 
paragraph as to beams,' girders and 
joists; he spoke of the iron and steel 
combinations in this country and in­ 
stanced 
the Government building at 
W ichita and the State House at Texas, 
where a large saving had been effected by 
contracting for such work abroad. 
He 
moved to amend by reducing the rate 
from 1.1c. per pound to .8 of a cent. 
H arris moved to put the rate at .6 of a 
cent. 
Allison opposed H arris am endment, 
saying it went to the root of the whole 
iron and steel schedule. 
He had no 
doubt if the present rate was maintained 
competition would be sufficient in a short 
time to break down prices. 
Aldrich, Reagan, H arris, Hoar, Butler, 
Plumb and Payne continued the discus­ 
sion, but no vote was taken on the pend­ 
ing am endm ents, and the bill was laid 
aside, the progress for the day being 
about eight pages. 
Adjourned until 
Monday. 


SUPPLEMENTARY NOTES. 
Senator Butler introduced a joint reso­ 
lution, proposing a constitutional am end­ 
m ent, enlarging the Presidential term to 
six years. Tabled. 
Senator Reagan introduced a bill for 
the free coinage of silver. It provides 
that all holders of silver bullion of the 
value of $50 or more, shall be entitled to 
have it coined into standard silver dol­ 
lars, of 412K grains, troy, to the dollar, 
upon the same term s and conditions as 
gold is now coined for private holders. 


s e n a t o r m a n d e r s o n ’s b i l l . 
Senator Manderson’s bill introduced 
to-day provides for the establishm ent of 
a National pathological laboratory at 
Washington for the study and investiga­ 
tion of the nature and cause of contagious 
and infectious diseases which threaten 
and endanger th e health of the people 
and the livestock interests of the country. 
The laboratory is to be under the general 
supervision of 
the 8urgeon - General 
of the Marine H ospital service, and 
under the special direction of two direct­ 
ors, one of whom Bhall be skilled in ani­ 
mal and the other in hum an diseases. A 
chemist distinguished for learning is also 
to be employed. 
An appropriation of 
$550,000 is made for the purchase of 
ground, the erection of buildings and 
the purchase of necessary apparatus and 
appliances. 
SENATOR BLAIR’s NEW BILL. 
Senator Blair’s bill was introduced to­ 
day, providing th a t there shonld be es­ 
tablished by the President, on the re­ 
commendation of the Commissioner of 
Labor, throughout the United States in 
geographical sections, which shall include 
a population of not less than 100,000, nor 
more than 2 ,000,000 inhabitants, bureaus 
of information relating to employment, 
occupations, w ants, m eans of livelihood 
and homes. Provision is made for the 
publication, at least once a month, of- 
an abstract giving the information col­ 
lected, and for giving free of charge any 
information specially asked for by any 
citizen of the United States. 
It is also 
made the duties of the chiefs of the 
bureaus to make known throughout their 
districts instances of extrem e poverty, 
hardship and distress, w ithout the heed­ 
less exposure of the nam es of the parties, 
and also to report the sam e to the Com­ 
missioner of Labor, who shall report 
such 
information 
briefly 
to 
Con­ 
gress with a recommendation of sncli 


means of relief as may seem to him to 1 e 
wise and necessary. 
It is made the du'y 
of the bureaus of information to make 
special inquiry in relation to the condi­ 
tion, wants and necessities of women and 
children, and to publish the results of 
their investigations with a view to the 
arousing and directing of charitable and 
other effects and thereby securing em­ 
ployment, homes, learning and snob other 
relief as each case may require. The 
President and heads of Departments are 
required to give employment on public 
works only to American citizens, and to 
give preference in employment to per­ 
sons resident in the vicinity of the work 
to be done.

Ik e D irect T ax 
B ill Under C on­ 
sid era tio n . 
W a s h in g t o n , December 6 . — In the 
House formal notice of the resignation 
of Periy Belmont, to accept the Ministry 
to Spain, was received. 
The report of the Committee on the 
President’s message, referring its parts 
to appropriate committees, was received. 
The House then went into Committee 
of the Whole, Springer, of Illinois, in the 
chair, on the Direct Tax bill. 
Caswell explained that the purpose in 
the bill was to refund to the States and 
individuals who paid tax that portion of 
the direct tax which was collected, and 
said the bill carried $15,223,000. 
This 
did not include the 15 per cent, commis­ 
sion allowed the States or parties who 
collected the tax. 
Tne amount to be 
cancelled, now uncollected, is $2,502,000. 
He sent to the clerk’s desk and had 
read a 6eries of am endments which he 
proposed to offer at the proper time. 
The first refunds the cotton tax, the sec­ 
ond permits persons who paid tax to biing 
suit in the Court of Claims to recover 
the amount paid, the third revives the 
right of acting in the Court oi Claims 
under the provisions oi the “ Captured 
and Abandoned Property” act, and the 
fourth directs the Secretary of the Treas­ 
ury, in making payment and settlement 
of "direct tax, to "take into account and 
set off any amount due by any State to 
i he United States under the act of June 
23, 183(>,‘ to regulate the deposits of pub­ 
lic money. 
After some further debate. Enloe, of 
Tennessee, sent to the desk and had read 
a proposed amendment refunding the 
cotton tax and providing that such 
amount as cannot be paid to the persons 
who paid the tax shall be turned over to 
the school funds of the States interested. 
Pending further debate, the committee 
rose and the House adjourned. 


C o a l . M o n o p o l y I n A l a s k a . 


W a s h in g t o n , 
December 
6.—A. P. 
Swinefor.1. Governor of Alaska, in a !el- 
t n o the Secretary of the Interior, rep­ 
resents that through what he believes to 
have been, to say the least, an absurd 
decision of the late Judge of the United 
State Court for Alaska, private parties 
have obtained possession of the Govern­ 
ment wharf at Sitka, and now mono­ 
polize the coal trade. 
He says the ves­ 
sels of the Pacific Coast Steamship Com- 
pauy refuse to load coal for anybody but 
the parties in possession of the wharf, 
and they in consequence are able to ex­ 
tort exorbitant prices. The Governor 
asks that the senior naval officer sta­ 
tioned there be authorized to supply the 
civil authorities with coal at cost. The 
letter has been referred to the Navy De­ 
partment. 


T he L xcluklon Act. 


W a s h in g t o n , December 0.—Assistant 
Secretary M aynard in a letter to the Col­ 
lector of Customs at San Francisco, says 
that while Chínete m erchants are not 
affected by the Chinese Exclusion Act, 
the Department m ust decline to issue in­ 
structions regarding the manner of iden­ 
tifying Chinese merchants 
on 
their 
arrival in the United States. 
He says 
also in regard 
to the Departm ent’s 
previous instructions relative to eertifi 
cates which “ for convenience” will be 
issued to Chinese persons other than 
laborers, that the Collector has full 
authority to disregard th e m ; especially 
so in view of his intimation that such 
certificates are fraudulently used by 
Chinese laborers.
